To  the  members  of  the  Great  and  General  Court 


In  FY '88  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  voted  in 
the  budget,  to  continue  for  the  second  year,  the 
program  known  as  the  Performing  Arts  Student  Series 
(PASS),  (M.G.L.  Ch.  199,  Section  36  of  the  Acts  of 
1987) .  For  the  second  year  it  was  funded  for  one 
million  dollars  to  be  administered  through  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council  (MALC) .   This  money 
was  made  available  from  the  revenues  of  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  (Megabucks)  to  fund  tickets 
for  all  Massachusetts  schoolchildren,  public,  private 
and  parochial.  Schoolchildren  attend  performing  arts 
events  which  include  theatre,  ballet,  opera,  symphony, 
and  other  performing  arts. 

The  maximum  ticket  price  remained  at  the  previous 
level.   Performing  arts  organizations  participating  in 
the  program  may  charge  a  ticket  price  not  to  exceed 
$5.00  for  PASS  participants. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Council  together  with 
the  members  of  local  and  regional  arts  lottery 
councils,  a  total  of  377,557  Massachusetts  school- 
children have  attended  performances  since  the 
program's  inception  in  October  1986. 

It  is  with  great  pride  and  pleasure  that  we  are  able 
to  report  the  details  of  this  joint  effort  in  the 
following  text. 

The  Council,  the  341  Local  Arts  Lottery  Councils 
and  the  377,557  participants  of  the  PASS  program  thank 
the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  for  the 
unique  opportunity  to  participate  in  a  program  that 
stimulates  the  imagination  and  enlivens  the  educa- 
tional experience  of  so  many  children.

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INTRODUCTION 


In  FY' 88  several  ventures  were  undertaken  to  better  publicize, 
implement  and  shape  the  program  to  the  needs  of  its  constituents. 

A  study  committee  was  formed  to  tour  the  state  and  take  testimony 
concerning  the  experience  of  the  PASS  program.   The  Study  Committee 
consisted  of  four  people;   The  chairperson,  Larry  Murray,  is 
Executive  Director  of  ARTS/Boston,  member  of  the  Local  Arts  Lottery 
Council's  Executive  Board  and  member  of  the  Boston  Arts  Lottery 
Council.   Other  members  were  Steven  Gould,  principal  of  the 
Ashburnham  Elementary  School;  Karen  Krieger,  Regional  Liaison  for  the 
western  part  of  the  state  for  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council 
through  the  Arts  Extension  Service;  and  Cynthia  Snelling,  PASS 
Program  Coordinator  for  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council . 

To  inform  communities  that  such  a  committee  would  be  taking 
testimony  in  their  area  a  mailing  went  to  all  local  arts  lottery 
councils,  PASS  participating  performing  arts  organizations  and  past 
PASS  applicants.   The  hosts  of  each  meeting  did  local  mailings  to 
area  schools  and  put  public  notices  in  local  newspapers  inviting 
interested  parties  to  attend. 

Testimony  was  taken  at  three  public  hearings  during  the  month  of 
October,  1988  in  Worcester  (Worcester  Public  Library) ,  North 
Dartmouth  (Southeastern  Massachusetts  University)  and  Beverly  (North 
Shore  Music  Theatre) .   The  committee  also  received  considerable 
written  testimony.   After  the  hearings  a  report  was  written  and  a 
plan  for  implementation  of  recommended  changes  was  generated. 


The  PASS  Study  Committee  completed  their  report  in  December,  1987 
and  submitted  it  to  the  MALC.   The  MALC  staff  is  working  on  the 
feasibility  of  implementing  the  recommendations.   A  copy  of  the  study 
report  may  be  acquired  by  calling  the  MALC  office. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  expressed  at  the  hearings  was  being 
informed  about  the  performances  which  the  PASS  applicants  were 
attending.   Postage-paid  postcards  were  issued  to  all  PASS  grant 
recipients  to  establish  quality  control.   The  postcards  inquire  about 
the  quality  of  the  performance  as  well  as  how  it  was  administered. 
These  postcards  will  give  the  MALC  a  view  of  what  is  going  on  between 
the  performing  arts  organizations  and  the  attendees.   The  remarks  on 
the  postcards  will  be  entered  on  a  computer.   Copies  of  the  responses 
on  the  postcards  will  be  forwarded  to  each  participating  performing 
arts  organization  and  sent  to  the  local  arts  lottery  council  where 
the  applications  originated.   If  the  remarks  have  been  continually 
negative  the  MALC  will  ask  the  performing  arts  organization  what 
action  is  being  taken  to  correct  the  situation.   If  a  performing 
group  does  not  take  action  to  improve  the  conditions  in  either  the 
quality  of  the  administration  or  the  performance,  that  group  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  participate  in  the  program. 

The  PASS  Study  Committee's  report  also  dealt  with  issues 
regarding  problems  with  transportation  to  performances,  limited 
communication  about  the  program  in  local  communities,  fiscal  problems 
with  reimbursement,  administrative  and  programmatic  procedures. 

Each  issue  was  addressed  with  a  possible  solution.   Some 
suggestions  for  solutions  were  readily  implemented  by  the  MALC  such 


as  the  quality  control  postcards,  colored  forms  for  PASS  to 
differentiate  them  from  the  regular  arts  lottery  forms,  appointing  a 
PASS  coordinator  in  each  local  arts  lottery  council  and  increased 
communication  to  the  field  for  better  understanding  of  the  program. 

Other  problems  such  as  the  formula  addressing  the  proper 
constituency  when  allotment  is  determined,  soliciting  tour  groups  for 
areas  with  no  or  limited  resources,  and  a  basic  program  guideline 
book  are  all  being  addressed  by  sub-committees  for  future 
implementation.   Still  other  problems  are  being  looked  into  for 
overall  feasibility  of  implementation  into  the  present  PASS  program 
structure . 

To  further  educate  potential  applicants  and  local  arts  lottery 
councils,  workshops  were  given  by  regional  liaisons  and  the  MALC 
staff  statewide.   They  were  set  up  to  be  convenient  for  members  from 
each  of  the  341  local  and  regional  arts  lottery  councils  to  attend. 
Time  was  allotted  for  PASS  to  exchange  ideas  on  implementing  the 
program  in  each  community. 


RESULTS:  JANUARY  '88  CYCLE 


With  the  PASS  program  only  a  year  old  one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  (1,379)  applications  were  received  totalling 
$571,336  (sixty-two  per  cent  (62%)  of  the  available  PASS  allocation) 
sending  142,834  Massachusetts  schoolchildren  to  a  performance, 
compared  to  the  41,4  94  schoolchildren  sent  last  year  at  this  time. 
Three  hundred  (300)  out  of  three  hundred  forty-one  (341)  local  and 
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regional  arts  lottery  councils  throughout  the  Commonwealth  sent  PASS 
P   applications  in  by  the  November  1  deadline  for  final  approval.

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RESULTS:  JUNE  '88  CYCLE 
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In  the  second  funding  cycle  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  seventy-one  dollars  ($501,871.00),  eighty  per-cent  (80%)  of 
the  available  PASS  allocation,  was  spent.   One  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  (1,179)  applications  were  received  sending  125,468 
Massachusetts  schoolchildren  to  a  performance  compared  to  last  year's 
spring  cycle  of  980  applications  sending  109,255  to  a  performance. 
These  improved  statistics  are  the  results  of  increased  emphasis  on 
communication  to  raise  awareness  of  the  program  and  to  teach 
potential  applicants  and  local  arts  lottery  councils  how  the  program 
can  be  easily  applied  to  meet  each  community's  requirements.   Better 
education  and  communication  have  been  the  keys  to  the  increase  in 
participation. 

PASS  data  was  completely  computerized  by  the  second  funding 
cycle.   This  allowed  the  MALC  to  input  information  from  the 
applications  into  data  banks,  giving  a  more  detailed  description  of 
each  application  and  allowing  for  easier  compilation  of  the  results. 

Statewide  workshops  in  January,  February  and  March  of  1988  helped 
local  communities  clarify  the  problems  and  discuss  the  solutions. 
Also  because  of  the  increased  number  of  participating  performing  arts 


organizations  a  wider  variety  of  performances  was  offered  for 
9     applicants  to  choose  from.   Performing  arts  organizations,  in  many 
instances,  have  been  the  catalyst  for  many  communities  in  spreading 
the  word  about  PASS  and  educating  applicants  about  the  process.

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RESULTS:  FISCAL  YEAR  1988 


One  million  seventy-three  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight  dollars 
($1,073,208.00)  was  spent  this  year  (seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
total  available  allocation)  sending  268,302  Massachusetts 
schoolchildren  to  a  performance.   These  figures  more  than  double  last 
year's.   Of  the  341  local  and  regional  arts  lottery  councils  only 
seven  chose  not  to  participate  either  funding  cycle.   Two  thousand 
five  hundred  and  sixty-three  (2,563)  applications  were  received. 

As  was  the  case  last  year  the  Berkshire  region  had  the  most 
difficulty  using  PASS.  With  their  limited  resources  and  lack  of 
available  performances  PASS  has  not  been  easily  accessible  for  these 
towns . 


FINAL  REMARKS 


In  the  coming  year  PASS  will  be  more  visible.   As  in  the  past, 
workshops  will  be  conducted  and  mailings  will  be  sent.   The 
Performing  Arts  Student  Series  roster  will  be  mailed  to  2,000  school 
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identifying  performance  sites,  and  encouraging  local  support 
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superintendents,  private  and  parochial  schools,  public  high  schools 
and  other  easily  accessed  sites  such  as  libraries  and  town  halls. 
This  year  the  MALC  will  aggressively  seek  more  newspaper,  television 
and  radio  exposure  to  coincide  with  visits  to  areas  where  workshops 
are  being  held. 

More  time  will  be  given  to  those  areas,  such  as  the  Berkshires, 
that  are  having  problems  implementing  the  program  in  their 
community.   Alerting  touring  performance  groups  to  this  situation, 

for 

transportation  fees  are  ways  that  areas  which  have  been  unable  to 
benefit  from  the  program  will  be  assisted. 

Since  its  inception  in  the  fall  of  '86  the  PASS  program  has 
helped  send  377,557  Massachusetts  schoolchildren  to  a  live 
presentation  of  a  performing  art.   This  is  a  f irst-in-the-nation 
program  that  has  benefitted  all  participants.   This  program  has  made 
art  and  music  come  alive  in  a  way  that  other  arts- in-educat ion 
programs  could  not. 

The  theatre  has  given  these  children  something  to  build  upon;  it 
generates  excitement,  it  makes  the  arts  into  something  concrete  and 
the  artists  into  real  people.   These  live  performances  teach  children 
not  only  to  see  and  hear  but  to  read  and  write.   It  helps  our 
children  develop  creativity,  problem-solving  skills,  and  acquire 
tools  of  communication. 

Children  better  comprehend  the  olde  English  of  Shakespeare  after 
they  have  seen  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew"  or  "Romeo  and  Juliet". 
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The  League  of  Composers  and  the  International  Society  for 
Contemporary  Music  (League-ISCM) ,  include  modern-day  composers 
presenting  new  classical  works.   They  show  students  the  place  that 
such  music  might  occupy  in  their  lives  and  for  their  future. 

The  Mandala  Folk  Dance  Ensemble,  mixing  older  folk  arts  with 
contemporary  dance  style,  broadens  the  view  of  children  to  include 
old  as  well  as  contemporary  forms. 

The  diverse  performing  groups  that  are  participating  in  the  PASS 
program  have  offered  choices  that  will  entice  the  interest  and 
challenge  the  imagination  of  each  youngster. 

The  Performing  Arts  Student  Series  could  easily  serve  as  a  model 
for  the  nation  to  enhance  a  child's  education  as  well  as  serve  to 
develop,  ensure,  and  preserve  future  audiences  for  live  theatre 
everywhere .
